PEACE IN A SPIKED HELMET. 

Certain persons, modestly describing 
themselves as “ a strong group, repre- 
“senting labor, -socialism,. peace, re- 
“ ligion, politics,” went to the expense 
of a telegram inviting Mr. SaMUEL 
GomPERs to the “ first American con- 
“ ference for democracy and terms of 
“ peace,” to be held in this city May 
80. The program of the Peace Con- 
gress of New York is this: 

Speedy and universal peace, no in- 
demnities, no forcible annexations, no 
foreign alliance; international organi- 

zation after the war, statement of 
terms by ‘our Government, opposition 
to conscription, democratization of 
diplomacy, defense of free speech and 
press, opposition to lower industrial 
standards, heavy taxation of war in- 
dustries and incomes. 

Mighty little wheat among this chaff. 
Mr. GomPeErs is too old and wise a 
bird. ‘I prefer not to ally myself,” 
he telegraphs the “strong group,” 
“with the conscious or ynconscious 
agents of the Kaiser in America.” 
Good for SAMUEL GOMPERS, a sound 

and shrewd American, a thorough 
patriot, as hé has shown himself 
again and again. Whatever the com- 
position or intentions of the “ strong 
group,” the spiked helmet shows plain 
in. that message, which LENINE or 
SCHEIDEMANN might have _ written. 
Most praters of pacifism are “ con- 
“scious or unconscious agents of the 
“ Kaiser in America”; and the con- 
scious ones seem: to be in a large 
majority. 








MR. KITCHIN’S THEORIES. 
The wisdom of the Latin authors {fs 
held in such slight esteem in Scotland 
Neck that Chairman KiTcHIn of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, in 
framing the War Tax bill, reverses the 
precept of Horace and appears to have 
accepted as his guide, in part at least, 
the rule of mingling ‘the disagreeable 
with the useléss. That provision of 
the bill which relates to second-class 
postage is open to that implication. 
It is a disagreeable tax because it 
enormously increases the outlay of 
publications affected by it, it evokes 
loud protests, and these seem to give 
Mr. KITCHIN much joy. He declares 
that the House would long ago have 
increased second-class postage rates 
but for the fact that it has been “ in- 
timidated " by the magazines and the 
newspapers. He attributes the “ un- 
popularity’ of Mr. TaFT and ex- 
Speaker CANNON to their advocacy of 
higher rates. We had never heard 
that the ex-President .and the ex- 
Speaker were unpopular. Both have 
suffered defeat, but from causes quite 
other than their position with respect 
to the postal revenues. : 
Mr. KITCHIN appears to have an idea 
that it is proper to put the taxing 
power to punitive uses. He is known 
to be an opponent of war, he showed 
little sympathy or none at all with the 
policy of putting the nation in a state 
of preparation for war. In the debate 
on the Revenue bill last January Mr. 
KITCHIN is reported to have said that 
“ practically all of this tax will go 
“north of Mason and Dixon’s line. 
“The preparedness agitation has its 
“ hotbed in such cities as New York. 
“This bill levies a tax on those who 
“have been clamoring for prepared- 
“ness and are benefiting because of 
“ preparedness appropriations.” He 
appears now to find no little pleasure 
in the conviction that the increased 
postage charge on second-class mat- 
ter will bear héavily on the publica- 
tions that have “ intimidated ” Con- 
gress. oe. 
" We do not believe that Mr. KiTcH1n 
seriously accepts the punitive theory 
of taxation as sound. Certainly Con- 
gress is not going to act upon that 
theory. Having spoken his mind about 
the newspapers and magazines, we 
feel.sure that he will pay serious feed 
to such a fatal objection to the sec- 
ond-class mail section of the bill as 
that advanced by Mr. RANDALL, who 
speaks with knowledge of the subject. 
According to ‘Chairman KiTcuin, it 
costs the Government $100,000,000 a 
year to carry second-class mail mat- 
ter. Its receipts for that service are 
$11,000,000. The new bill provides an 
estimated increase of $20,000,000, 
leaving still a very large deficit in 
that account. Yet the bill provides 
that the publisher may not take ‘his 
newspaper or magazine. out of the 
mails altogether and send it by ex- 
press or freight to a distant city, and 
there cause it’to be mailed to su rib- 
érs in the local Post.Office. This at-

If Mr. KITCHIN 
has any answer to that argument it 
would be interesting to hear. it. 

The argument as to the uselessness 
of the rates so largely. increased rests 
upon the belief that they cannot be 
paid. The rate is increased to,a.de- 
gree which will so add to the cost of 
periodicals delivered in distant zones 
that subscriptiong will be discontinued. 
If the business is a losing one, the 
Government may save something 
there, but it can gain no increased 
revenue from discontinued business. 
There is a prevailing belief that the 
distribution of second.class mail mat- 
ter very greatly stimulates the pro- 
duction of first-class matter, on which 
the department does make a profit. 
The effect of the new exaction upon 
that source of gain is worth thinking 
of. No just complaint could be madg 
of second-class rates so wisely and 
skillfully ordered that they would meet 
the cost of transportation and deliv- 
ery. But the charge of wisdom and 
skillfulness is yet to be made against 
the zone rates proposed in the War 
Tax bill. Like many other provisions 
of the measure, this section will prob- 
ably undergo revision.

THE RED CROSS WAR COUNCIL. 

The work of the Red Cross falls into 
two natural divisions, battlefield re-| 
lief, the treatment of wounded soldiers 
and sailors, to be carried on by the 
Red Cross agencies under the direc- 
tion of the War Department and the 
Navy Department, and civilian nelief, 
collection and distribution of supplies. 
How great the former will be cannot 
now be éstimated. The innumerable 
calls upon civilian relief are evident. 
President Wi1Lson, realizing the neces- 
sity of the utmost energy, administra- 
tive genius, and co-ordination of all 
means and instruments in the gigantic 
labor of the Red Cross, has appointed 
a War Council of seven. Mr. Tart 
is one of its members. Mr. Henry P. 
Davison, of whom it would be super- 
fluous to say more than that he is 
the man of men for the place, has ac- 
cepted the Chaismanship of the War 
Council and will give most of his time 
to ‘it. é 

Thus we have, as Mr. WILSON says, 
the. concentration in the Red Cross, 
the recognized and experienced inter- 
national organization for the purpose, 
of all activities and efforts for relief 
work growing out of the war; and in 
the War Council a small body of 
capable administrators, whose car- 
dinal labor, among many labors, will 
be to raise the incredible necessary 
sums to carry on this boundless task 
of relieving, ‘‘the suffering and dis- 
“tress which must inevitably arise 
“out of this fight for humanity and 
“democracy.” : 

Let everybody understand just what 
is meant. All organizations of war 
relief are to co-ordinate their work 
with that of the Red Cross. Immense 
sums of money must be raised. The 
million or so members of the various 
Red. Cross Chapters are. only a begin- 
ning. There must be 10,000,000, 20,- 
000,000 members. We must all “do 
our bit” for the Red Cross and the 
war. 

As Mr. Davison was first, or one 
of the first, to see, much more than 
the relief. of suffering is in the Red 
Cross work. It is ‘an important step 
“toward winning the war, because 
“@ * * every ‘person’ restored to 
“normal activity is just so much 
* gained in the struggle.” -One of the 
first ‘things the War Council will 
undertake is the restoration, rebuild- 
ing, of those regions of France devas- 
tated by the desperate, futile ferocity 
of the beaten Germans. That work 
will be reconstruction, we may even 
say re-creation, not simple relief. It 
will greatly help France, help win the 
war. ~ 

Such fruitful rehabilitation will be 
the special work of the War Council. 
In the collection of funds Mr. Davison 
will have the benefit of a highly or- 
ganized business machinery. The War 
Council promises to be an admirably 
capable ..machine. The Rtd_ Cross, 
scientifically’ co-operating with all 
other relief bodies, the centre of all 
relief work, will co-ordinate without 
waste all relief activities.

If the farmer is thus stim- 
ulated to produce a surplus, or even 
a sufficiency, nothing can sustain the 
speculative price. ~“‘ Opfions ” and 
“futures ”’ are not edible, and if they 
were edible they would be unobtain- 
able by those. for whose sustenance 
the Government may have to hecome 
responsible... If the farmers produce 
the food and the Government controls 
the food, the speculative fever will 
run a short course. 

Nobody will pay dear for what the 
Government will take and sell at a 
fair price, and the speculators and 
the farmers will be. quick to under- 
stand the matter. 
not promise the farmers $5 for wheat, 
as the market is now doing. If he 
were dictator and wheat was selling 
at. $5 he would not buy it. He would 
take it. Even if $5 were promised to 
the farmers it would not be useful. 
They have just had experience that a 
guarantee of a price is not a guar- 
antee of a crop, nor a guarantce of 
lator to make a crop. Mr. Hoov=r 
says that the fixing of maximum 
priees has not worked well abroad, 
and that the fixing of a minimum has 
done better. Naturally, on a rising 
market, without a visible top. Even 
Germany cannot stimulate production 
with the bayonet, even Germany can- 
not prevent the disappearance of food 
when the regulated prices are not 
satisfactory. Our farmers, like the 
German farmers, will feed themselves 
first, and there are not soldiers 
enough to search every spot where 
food can be concealed. 

Mr. Hoover avoids this danger. He 
does not propose to interfere with the 
ordinary course of trade. He only 
proposes to put a governor on the 
machine and not allow it to run away. 
He carries the country when he says 
the situation should be controlled 
promptly, and yet we “ sit here dumb- 
“ly waiting for disaster, and then we 
“shall scream and criticise the Gov- 
“ernment for not having done some- 
“thing that it is powerless to do.” 

He has nothing to say about the 
proposal for food control measures by 
the various States. Obviously, food 
control is a national matter. It would 
not be endurable that there should 
be: forty-eight food controls, and that 
New York, for example, should be well 
fed while New Jersey went hungry. 
It would have. been absurd for Néw 
York, which imports much ‘ood, to 
sét an example that would : have 
justified the West in keeping its food 
at home by its own State controls. 
The New York Food bill was killed for 
the best of' reasons, about which 
nothing was said, while the worst of 
reasons were given. ; ; 

| RRA CRS Aen eS 
JOSEPH B. FORAKER. 

JosEPH BENSON FORAKER, who died 
on Thursday, was an old-fashioned 
Senator, but not of the type. He was 
different, in a Senate where the gen- 
eral stamp of one was the general 
stamp of all. He was a bulldog. His 
life was a fight and he was always 
fighting for his life. He was on the 
‘verge of political extinction at every 
moment in his career. A man who 
always believed in machines, he ,was 
always fighting machines. When he 
finally became the owner of a machine, 
he did not build it, he fell heir to it, 
or, rather, it came to him instead of 
his coming to it. 

He was no organizer, and in the 
highly political State of Ohio every- 
thing was done’ by organization; yet 
FoRAKER, who hated the name of re- 
form, was always warring against the 
organization with his bare hands. The 
machine’s method was to find how 
many delegates were necessary to a 
choice and have them there at the 
time; FoRaKER’s method was to go°on 
the stump and burn red fire. The odds 
were unequal, yet FORAKER got the 
nomination for Governor four times. 
Finally, realizing his own deficiencies 
in such a warfare, he collogued with 
CHARLES Kurtz, who knew machine 
‘politics thoroughly, and at the Zanes- 
ville Convention of 1895 he took the 
machine by the throat and backed it 
against the wall. To get his hand off 
its windpipe it consented to give him 
the Senatorship and the State admin- 
istration if he would only let it have 
thé Presidency for MCKINLEY. 

+ Apparently triumphant, FoRAKER 
found himself a Senator, but still out- 
side the fence, still fighting for his 
life, Hanna grimly rernembered that 
grip on his windpipe at Zanesville, and 
he was a man to repay such favors. 


‘He held the Ohio machine, and Fora- 


KER had the title of Senator and neither 
patronage nor influence. In the Sen- 
date his fortunes were at a lower ebb 
than in Ohio. The death of MCKINLEY 
and later of Hanna came in unexpect- 
edly. to save him; something was al- 
ways turning up at the moment .of 
extinction. to save Foraker. - Dick, 
who. succeeded to the control of the 
perfect. instrument fashioned by 
-HaNNA, was no such man as Hanna, 
and‘he dreaded the growing shadow of 
Burton, so he sought an alliance: with 
Foraker, and that gray old bulldog 
found himself, at the age of 60, in pos- 
session of HanNa’s own machine. 

For a year or two he seemed at last 
to have ‘become a political power, and 
then he challenged single-handed the

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was THEODORE,.ROOSEVELT. Other Sena- 
tors disapproved of RoosrvELT: violent- 
ly in the cloakroom and ate out of his 
hand in public, but Foraker had no 
more caution than the bulldog he pat- 
terned after and as little reserve about 
embarking on a fight. ‘It was a losing 


one, and before it was over the publi-| 


cation of the Archbold letters, not by 
ROOSEVELT, completed the wreck of 
FoRAKER’s fortunes. He tried to get 
back into politics once, but his career 
was closed. } 

It was a stormy life, never for a 


moment at peacé and never more than 


temporarily victorious. He was always 
brandishing the sword in politics, and 
he perished by the sword. He was so 
pre-eminently a politician that his 
memory will be that of a politician, but 
he was a useful Senator, perfectly 
careless about the. consequences of 
fighting for his convictions, and a 
force and influence of much value in 
legislation.

SUBMARINES DELAY TRIAL. 


Dutch Plaintiffs in Sugar Suit Un- 
able to Cross Ocean. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court decided yesterday that William 
and Adrian Bootz of Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, officers of a Dutch corporation 
now suing .the Sugar Products Com- 
pany here for $500,000 damages, must 
come through the submarine barred 
zone to testify before trial in New 
Yerk unless they can induce the at- 
torneys for the Sugar Products Com- 
pany to go through the same zone to 
Amsterdam to examine them at home. 

The plaintiff corporation, . the’ Spiritus- 
fabrick Astra, alleges that the de- 
fendants broke an agreement to deliver 
Cuban and Santo Domingan molasses. 
The Sugar Products: Company denied 
the charges and got an order in the 
lower court to examine the plaintift’s 
officers and the books of the cogpora- 
tion. In appealing from this order 
counsel for the plaintiff called the 
court’s ‘attention to.“ the danger if not 


the impossibility of obeying the order.’’* 
t 


Counsel referred to the barred zones 
cr ae by the German Government, and 
sald: °

fendant’s Directors could find a vessel 
on which they could travel from Hol- 
land to New York their course would 
lie through seas infested with German 
mines and submarines, and their de- 
parture would be well-nigh equivalent 
to an, attempt at suicide.”’

ORDER TO OVERLOAD CARS. 


Radical Instructions Issued to Rall- 
roads of the Country. . 


The presidents of all the railroads in 
the United States were instructed fn or- 
ders issued yesterday by the Special 
Committee on National Defense of the 
American Railway Association to load ‘all 
freight cars 10 per cent. in, excess of 


their marked weight capacity. The com- 
mittee calculates that an increase of two 
tons for each loaded car would be equiva- 
lent to adding more than 200,000 cars to 
the number available for the transporta- 
tion uses of the country. 

A statement issued to the railroads “by 
Fairfax Harrison, President of the 
Southern Railway and head of the rail- 
roads’ national defense committee, said 
that the carriers would be foredoomed to 
failure in the great duties expected of 
them in the war if greater efficiency 
were not effected. He urged that every 
agent of every line be inspired to great- 
er efforts to increase the carrying ca- 
pacity, of the roads. Here are some of 
the things suggested: ~

Toe one who, like myself, has first- 
hand and absolute knowledge of the 
enormous imports of foodstuffs into Ger- 
many from the five contiguous neutrals, 
Norway, Sweden,. Denmark, Holland, 
and Switzerland, it. is amazing that the 
United States has not, as yet, taken 
steps to supervise with the utmost 
rigidity our exports to those countries. 
‘The plea that the extraordinary increase 
of our shipments to them is due to the 
fact that their ‘usual sourees of supply 
are closed and that we are merely sup- 
planting their previous primary markets 
is wholly fallacious. The truth is that a 
very large percentage of the imports 
into Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Hol- 
land, and Switzerland issnot for home 
consumption at all; but is for purposes 
of resale, the buyer in every instance 
being Germany or Austria. Or, if the 
pactual article imported is, indeed, con- 
sumed in the importing country, it is 
merely a subterfuge to release an equiv- 
alent amount of home-raised material 
for export to the Central Empires. It 
therefore becomes our bounden duty to 
take such steps now—at this very mo- 
ment—as are necessary to prevent our 
products from reaching our enemies by 
devious routes. In my opinion such 
supervision of our’ exports will, indeed, 
have a most decisive effect in bringing 
the end of the war most appreciably 
nearer. 

About eight months ago I traveled: by 
ferry from Gjedser in Denmark to War- 
nemtinde in Germany, a trip across the 
Baltic of some two hours’ duration. The 
very large bdat has track accommoda- 
tions for the transportation of trains, 
and on. this trip every available inch of 
track was occupied dy freight cars, each 
one of which was 'packed as tightly as 
possible with live cattle. Some two 
months later, or as recently. as six 
months ago, I made the return trip from 
Warnemiinde to Gjedser, and on. this 
occasion the: ferryboat was also filled 
with cattle cars, but this time all of 
them were empty. At that time there 
were two crossings daily in each direc- 
tion, so that quite a little supply of 
meat entered Germany by this one 
route. I understood from trustworthy 
sources that in addition to the official 
ferry there were quite a-few enterprising 
private ship owners who did a most 
flourishing trade between these two 
ports. ‘But the traffic between Den-

| through Gjedsér and Warnemiinde is 
| only a very small fraction of the entire 
‘trade between the two countries. The 
Danish province of Jutland and the Ger- 
man province of Schleswig-Holstein have 
a common border for a distance ‘of about 
forty miles, over which a continuous in- 
terchange of commodities takes place. 
| Again, the Danish provinces of Fyen 
jand Laaland are separated from Ger- 
many by very narrow sheets of water,

TRAFFIC COURT UPHELD. 


Legislature Rejects Welsh Bill— 
(New Chauffeurs’ License Law. 


Chief City Magistrate McAdoo received 
word from Albany yesterday that the 
‘Welsh bill, which aimed to destroy the 
power of the Traffic Court and to take 
from New York its right to make its own 
traffic regulations, had been killed in 
the sloatoar hours. of the Legislature. 
The Kelly-Cromwell bill, which requires 
that all operators of motor vehicles in 
the City of New York be licensed, a 
measure which the Police Department 
has been striving to obtain for several 
years, passed, and is now befcre the 
Governor for his signature. 

Under the present law only hired 
chauffeurs are under license, and the 
Police Department has contended that 
efficient control of traffic required that 
automobile owners should also be sub- 
ject to loss of right to operate an auto- 
mobile in the streets of New York for 
cause. No previous examination as to 
qualifications, as in the case of chauf- 
feurs, is required of automobile owners, 
the control consisting solely in the right 
to revoke. Upon a third violation of 
the speed law, upon conviction of the 
holder of a license of a felony, or where 
the operator has driven a car showing 
a veartane disregard of life and prop- 
erty, a Magistrate ghall certify these 
facts to the Secretary of State, in whom 
the authority to revoke resides, and is at 
his discretion. The fee for the license is 
fixed at $1. \

“The ground rocks under our feet,” 
he writes, ‘Even quiet and pilaciaty 
thinking men are Aging ne now , 
dark melancholy. hen uture 
raisés the veil from these drome, what 
pictures will be revealed !’

Princess Radziwill Lectures on Con- 
ditions in Her Native Land. 


Mrs. Catherine Kolb-Danvin, (Princess 
Radziwill of Russia,) at the beginning 
of her second lecture yesterday at the 
Princess Theatre on: the subject of the 
‘‘ Russian Political Leaders—Their Char- 
acteristics,’’ deplored the absence of a 
great personality among. the leaders 
during the Russian revolution.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—An_inter- 

Mational shipping arrangement is pro- 

Jected“ by. the United States and the 
Allies to insure ‘an even distribution of 
tonnage among the European countries 
fighting Germany. The Allies are pre- 
senting their needs in the way of sup- 
Plies and estimates of their own tonnage 
available for transatlantic service. 
‘The Belgian Minister gave, the Ship- 
Ping Board today an estimate of the 
number of ships necessary to transport 
supplies from the United States to Bel- 
gium. The other nations are presenting 
their tonnage requirements along with 
their éstimates of foodstuffs and muni- 
‘tions needed. 

Already the Shipping Board has char- 
tered two of the repaired German ships 
to the French and Italian Governments 
for one voyage with supplies. Four 
more will be ready for sea within a 
few days, and will be turned over to 
foreign Governments for one trip. These 
ships are being put into service with- 


out awaiting the completion of the gen- 
eral shipping program. 

A score of German ships in Philippine 
ports will be started for America soon 
with hemp and other raw materials 
needed here. Some will proceed under 
their own steam, but those that cannot 
be repaired in the jslands will be towed 
across the Pacific. It has been suggest- 
ed that these vessels might be A in 
the transpacific trade, but Chairman 
Denman of the Shipping Board said to- 
night that no decision on this point had 
been reached, and that the ships would 
be used where they were most needed 
in connection with American war plans.

MAKE OPTICAL GLASS HERE. 


Federal Experts Discover Methods 
.to Supplant German Supply. 


é Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 11:—After more 
than two years of experiments the Bu- 
Teau of Standards has discovered a 
method of making optical glass in this 
country which will. make the United 
States independent of the German sup-

DEFENDS TAX BILL 


AS FORCED BY WAR 


Continued from Page 1. 


“T am afraid. we Nave taken on 4 
greater undertaking than any man real- 
es. We are going to need. a very large 


| sum-of.money. We should raise a larger 


proportion of this money by bond is- 
sues.’ It is not reasonable that we 
should offer up so much human biood 
and money at one time to do something 
that will bring great benefit to ‘this 
country for alltime tv come. That was 
not required in the civil war. We yet 
are payihg some.of the civil war debts. 
“The population of this country will 
double in the next twenty-five years, 
and before any of these bonds mature 
that are issued, a period of not less than 
thirty years, we will have 250,000,000 
people to pay them. If we are to fight 
the battles of this nation in this great 
world war and pay a reasonable share 
of the expenses at this time, my opin- 
ion i8 that is all we should do at this 
time. 

“During the session of Congress last 
Winter and this extra session of Con- 
gress we have taxed the people $12,- 
500,000,000, including the $3,000,000,000 
to the Allies, which we must pay wheth- 
er they pay or not. That is a sum 
beyond all human comprehension. At a 
dollar a minute, night and day, Sunday, 
and weekdays, to create a fund of $1,- 

,000,000 would require 2,000 -years. 
Multiply that by twelve, and see the 
enormous sum of money we are calling 
upon the people to pay. 

“Tf we need it, good and well. I am 
willing to pay my share, and every one 
should be. The. most amusing thing 
about this bill is that I have not re- 


-ceived a single communication by wire 


or mail from anybody who is satisfied 
with the way he is going to be taxed by 
this bill. They all want it put on some- 
body else, or in some other way. 


“Some Injustices” in the Bill. 

“There are some injustices in the bill, 
but, on the whole, I do not know where 
we could get that amount of money 
without placing. the tax practically 
where it is.

Red Tape Cut to Give Earl L. Bay- 
ley a Paymaster’s Commission.

Prices Lose Their Momentum 
and Close Off Again— 
More Gold. 


The stock market gave promise in 
the first hour yesterday of continuing 
the , strong upward movement which 
carried prices well forward in the pre- 
vious sessjon, but activity flattened out 
by midday, and the list closed irregu- 
lar with losses averaging nearly half 
a point. The railroad issues lost ex- 
actly half the gain they made in Thurs- 
day’s market. 

The stock market has not shown a 
convincing change in its trend yet, and 
may not until investors learn definitely 
what Congress is going to do about the 
income tax and the excess profits levy. 
They did not derive much satisfaction 
from the explanation made by Repre- 
sentative Kitchin of the considerations 
which had led the committee to submit 
what he frankly admitted was an in- 
equitable and unscientific revenue 
measure, It is recognized that it is ut- 
terly impossible to impose taxes in 
amount as great as $1,800,000,000 with- 
out slowing down business activities in 
many lines and seriously reducing the 
country’s ‘investing power.

Vrooman of Agriculture Depart-

Fighting War Regulation. — 
CALLED KAISER’S ALLIES |-

ices Men of immense Wealth. one 


SrimrneraN, May 11,—-Rensational 
tnarges that. a lobby of ‘“‘ food gamblers, 
some of then’ men of immense wealth,’’ 
was at work in Washington seeking to 
defeat the Administration food; ééntrol 
bills, were made tonight in a fornial 
statement . by «© Assistant: Secretary 
Vrooman of the Department of Agri- 
culture, 

“Allies of ‘the Kaiser—unpatriotic 
and. disloyal—who should be made’ to 
teel the loathing and contempt of évery 
patriotic: American," -are some _ of 
the characterizations applied by Mr. 
Vrooman to ‘“‘food speculators, food 
cornerers, and food gamblers,’’ who, he 
promises, will in*time be touched by ap- 
propriate legislation. 

Secretary Vrooman’s statement follows: 

** Never in the history of the world 
have businéss men shown as fiuch 
patriotism and unselfishness as have 
beer manifested since the war began by 
the business men of America. An over- 
whelming majority of them have been 
eas ready to place their business or- 
ganizations and their persona) services 
and their wealth at the disposal of the 
Fedéral Government .in this crisis as 
the young men have been to do the 
actual fighting. 

“ However, this attitude has not been 
universal. There: are food speculators, 
food . cornerer8, and food gamblers, 
some of them men of fmmense wealth 
and others of very small means,. who 
are today taking advantage of war ¢con- 
ditions to exploit their fellow citizens 
to the full extent of their ability. These 
men are allies of the Kaiser, and are 
doing their utmdst to defeat the patriotic 
purposes of the nation. Wherever they 
are seen, in h places or in low, they 
should be condemned and made: to feel 
the loathing and contempt of every 

triotic American. These. men will be 

aken care of in due time by national, 
State, and municipal legislation, but 
uzxtil such legislation can be enacted the 
ouvir effective power that can be brought 
against them is the power: cf an out- 
raged public séntiment, and that should 
used vigorously and mercilessly. 

**I am told that some of these men are 
actually in Washington today conductzJ 
ing a lobby against the request of Presi- 
dent Wilson that. Congress empower 
him and his Cabinet to take the neces- 
gary means to mobilize the agricultural 
resources of this nation. for victory. 
They are urging every specious, theo- 
retical, and imaginary argument against 

ranfing of war powers to the 

ent and his Cabinet, and they are 
at present directing their rincipal at- 
tack against {he laws which have been 
introduced by the paMeutural Commit- 
tee of the House, wi a view to putting 
the Department of Agriculture on a war 
basis. That step should have been taken 
several weeks ago. The bills now before 
Congress were drawn up after the De- 
partment of Agriculture had consulted 
with every agricultural college in the 
United Fase with every State Depart- 
ment. of Agricult ture, with every agri- 
cultural paper or m agazine, and with ex- 
rters miliar wi the experience of 
yore during the past three years, The 
additional powers asked;for are powers 
hich are posse and. exercised by 
e Governménts of every European na- 
tion now at war hey have been 
demonstrated to be absolutely essential 
war powers. 

e unpatriotic and disloyal lobby
